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H. E. Spencer’s Speech In House Of Commons On $300,000,000 Refunding 
Loan, And Enlarging Committee Powers To Consider A Federal Reserve Bank 


Following are the speeches de¬ 
livered by H. E. Spencer, M.P, 
in the house of commons debates 
art Ottawa, June 1st and 2nd on 
th|e $300,000,000 refunding loan 
and enlarging powers of banking 
and commerce committee to con¬ 
sider the establishment of a fed¬ 
eral reserve bank. 

“Mr Chairman, my sympathies 
go out sincerely to the Acting Mi¬ 
nister off finance. I appreciate that 
he has prdbiahly the most trying 
portfolio in the gift of the govern¬ 
ment : he is responsible for all 
mlo'ndes paid out and for all monies; 
coining in. It is for that reason 
thRt s!u|ch debates as we are engag¬ 
ed in to-day are, in my opmii o. 
the imlost important that can < ome 
before this house, and 1 am v?ry 
sorry indeed to hear the lion, mem¬ 
ber for Marquette (Mr. Crerar) 

. say that we are wasting rinm HI 
over the World debtsi are growing 
"very rapidly. Europe, tol-day is in 
an awful condition financially, 
and only two countries are really 
holding their heads above water. 
,- ; Emuee, as we. km owe .with a Ja&t- 
rMonal debt, of sixty billion dollars, 

; bias at national debt of sixty-eight 
billion dollars. 

There has been: some criticism of 
suggestions put forward in the 
i whlat are termed the unorthodox 
course of this discussion. When si- 
! miliar suggestions were put tor¬ 
i' ward two years ago many mem¬ 
bers walked tout of the House. To¬ 
day l am glad to gee greater inter¬ 
est in these suggestions, and I con¬ 
gratulate those members wfhio have 
given them a very fair hearing. 

; We can make a great mistake in 
being too orthodox; there comes a 
| time when you Have got to* he a 
little unorthodox and explore new 
means and wfays of doing things. 
If five hjujndred yeiairs ago people 
| Had discussed in parliament such 
r things as thle flying machine, the 
I telephone, the gramaphone, radio 
t and other wonderful discoveries 
: which we have now, they wloluld 
Have been' placed in ayslums or in 
prisons. We have heen following 
on certain lines of orthodox fina¬ 
nces for a losg ti-me; today, there 
i is a very large school of thought, 
| throughout the world which' real- 
; izes that the orthodox school of 
( finance has got to go. 

There is not the slightest reason 
[ Why when, this matter is brought 
[ forward even the acting minister 
of finiance should refer to our sug- 
> gestiolns as Russianizing our cnr- 
reney, nor is there any reason why 
f other Hon. gentlemen should refer 
to them 'as wild-cat. schemes. The 
minister does not seem to realize 
that the small group in; this house 
■ who are putting forward these 
;. suggestions are jhis best friends. 
Unfortunately h,e does pot appear 
to think so. But coming back to 
; the main question, I understand 
1 that to:-day the annual interest on 
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our national War debts amounts' to 
just about as much as the entire 
yearly cost of running the country 
previous to the war. T;h|at is some¬ 
thing we hia|ve to recognize as a 
very serous matter to consider. I 
wins much pleased with the way 
thle hon. member for Red Deer, 
(Mr. Speakman), handled the sub¬ 
ject a few minutes ago. This coun¬ 
try is suffering under a tremend¬ 
ous load of taxation, /and one of 
thle reasons is that we have to-day 
bonds issued exempt from taxation 
to the amount of $931,512,900. It 
is because of these things that we 
are very anxious to help the acting 
finance minister cut down expense 
and get money che'aper if possible. 
The acting finance minister may 
not wish to accept setae of the 
suggestions put forward this af¬ 
ternoon and this evening, and T do 
not blame Him for not accepting 
them right off. But I have some¬ 
thing to suggest that is along more 
orthodox lines which I trust he 
will consider. He led the House 
to believe this afternototo that the 
is going-t-orbe- made-will 
carry interest at 5 to 5 3-4 per cent 

Mr. Robb: No. 

Mr. Spencer: I shall be glad to 
lie corrected if I am wrong. 

Mr. Robb: I made no snfelr state¬ 
ment as to the rate of interest. 

Mr. Sipencer: Does the minister 
expect to get it at lelsis titan 5? 

Mr. Robb : I do. 

Mr. Spencer : I aui glad to hear 
tihj&t. Possibly he does not expect 


to get it at less thiafti 3 *1-2. I was 
therefore going to suggest that we 
have an excellent, way of getting 
money at 3 1-2 per cent, probably 
as much as thle government wishes 
If he cared to offer 3 1-2 per cent 
—or, if the minister wishes, 4 per 
cent—through 1 the post office sav¬ 
ings. Willy not thrloiw the gates 
en as it were, and let the money- 
come in, with/ the guarantee of the 
government, th|ns obviating- the 
necessity of issuing bonds, the 
country would be siaiyed many 
thousands 'of dollars in interest, 
perhaps (millions. 

I was glad to see the -finance 
minister (Sir Henry, Drayton) 
take part in this deharefta-night. 
He has seen fit ntot bo- tube part in 
these debates for the last two 
y ears, t'hlaujgli he knows a great 
deal imlore about this subject than 
I think he cares to give the house. 
I regretted the suggestion lie made 
that anyone thoufght for a moment 
of issuing paper to pay 1 tar a two 
billio'nl dollar indebtedness at omc-e 
—tine whble thing is absr -d. 

I would like to qunhlyfoCl a few 
lnles from a speech made by the 
Hon. Reginald McKenna,, of Lon¬ 
don, England. He sadc!k> 

“If hanks itocreasled their loans 
nad investments, the results would 
be to inereiaise the aggregate am¬ 
ount o<f their deposits hut to add 
nothing to their cash relfturces.” 

I quote tihiat because fire state¬ 
ment T made this afternoon was 
not accepted, 1 think,. by some 


hon. members. Referring to the 
meaning and importance *of mone¬ 
tary 1 policy, lie siaSd: 

“One (man may tell you to in¬ 
crease it indefinitely, and keep 
trade booming, hut if you do, the 
prices will soar indefinitely. You 
will first suffer innumerable soc¬ 
ial evils, and finally 1 the extreme 
depreciation of yonr currency will 
greatly impair youir power to 
trade. ” 

That, -of course, was the case in 
some of thle Euriopeanl countries. 

“Someone else will urge you to 
reduce thle amount of money, and 
bring down prices to pre-war lev¬ 
el, or to such other anbitarv level 
as he happens to think is the right 
one.” 

That was dome in this country, 
with this result—T quote from Mr. 
McKenna again : 

“Yes, and trade will relnilain de¬ 
pressed, arid unemplopment will 
he with] you all the tiime. More¬ 
over, the burden of the national 
debt with the higher value of mo¬ 
ney will become intolerable, and 
liio eUanoellor of"'the“exchequer 
will he able to balance Ids budget. 

“I think it will be generally ac¬ 
cepted that if the price level he 
unchanged, lain increase of the vo¬ 
lume of trade will ireqhire an in¬ 
crease ini the volume of ha/nk ere 
dit 'and currency 1 , that >s to say, of 
money. ’ ’ 

I quote these few wordsi because 
T think it is just as well when Hon. 
members deal with, this subject in 


a rather unorthbdox way that we 
should be able to place before the 
house quotations from mem 1 in such 
High positions as the Horn Mr. 
Reginald McKentna as one sup¬ 
porting’ the views we bold. 

FEDERAL RESERVE BANK 
July 2, 1924. 

Mr. Spencer: Mr. Speaker, the 
h)on. member for Lotbiniere (Mr. 
Viem) in criticizing the suggestion 
of 'Hi central bank of re-discount 
referred to the evidence of several 
gentlemen who were before the 
hanking and commmerce commit¬ 
tee- a y-ear aigo and pointed out 
that they 1 rather criticized thie sug¬ 
gestion's then: made. These same 
gentlemen in giving evidence be¬ 
fore the hanking and cnimmierce 
committee (ait that time also 1 stated 
that Canada had the best hanking 
system iri the world-; that deposi¬ 
tors were no doubt ahsoutely se¬ 
cured and tbaft tHe hanks were on 
a sound basis. T have only to refer 
the history- of such banks as the 
Home, Hamilton, Banque Nation- 
ale, and others of which we all 
know, institutii.-ns that hevo heen 
thioirgh very trying times since 
tlh:ohe statements were. (made. I 
simply mention tlilatt. to show'- that 
if those gentlemen were w r rong in 
thle second statement they 1 made, 
they probably were wrong to the 
i fir st. 

The acting minister of finance, 
(Mr. Riobb), mentioned that a

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to February 29th. This is quite a 
privilege; to the banks. One will 
find upon, looking up the figures 
folr 1922>®hat tke banks in that 
year year'll,ad pa'd-ratp capital am¬ 
ounting toi $125,500,000 and re¬ 
serves off ,$129,500,000. It there¬ 
fore meant they had privilege of 
issuing extra notes to 1 am amount 
equivalent to over thirty per cent 
of their paid-up capital. I am com¬ 
ment inlg on this only to show that 
a>s blusmess increased in the coun¬ 
try we had to find some means of 
getting a larger medium of ex¬ 
change in; the mjaitter of note issue. 

1 would like to refer, however, 
to the year 1904, when the paid-up 
capital in comparison to the assets 
amounted to 11 per cent. Twenty 
years .afterwards we find it only 
amctmlts to 4 per cent; in other 
words, as business increased the 
ratio' of capital to assets decreas¬ 
ed . Other imeans also had to be 
found to create a sufficient medi¬ 
um, of exchange, and in 1913 the 
central gold resierve was started. 
The central gold reserve, accord¬ 
ing to one of the meni who had a 
; gheat deal to do with starting it, 
was never inteded to he anything 
else than a gold reserve where the 
gold could be placed and notes is¬ 
sued against it. But the ufce of the 
gold reserve h|a|s wandered a long 
way out of that path since that 
tijme. Ji 1 1914 the Finance Act 
was passed, which made it, possible 
for the banks to bring certain se¬ 
curities to the Treasury board and 
obtain Dominion notes aganst 
tihteml for a; charge of 5 er cent. A 
lot of these notes were issued in 
lialrge legails to facilitate in! their 
exchanges!, but a large quantity 
was taken to the central g'old re¬ 
serve and placed there so that a- 
gainst it they eoiuld issue their 
own plaper. We were informed in 
the banking and commerce com¬ 
mittee a year Uigo tlhlait the reason 
they wished to issue their own pa¬ 
ver instead of issuing Dominion 
paper was because of the matter 
of advertising. We have fcosday 
in the central gold reserve, in 
round figures, so|m:e $9,000,000 of 
goild and $56,000,000 in nlotes or 
paper. In other woirds, as a well- 
known banker who made his nlsune 
famous! in, Canlada some years ago, 
stated to )me, it whs really more 
> 15 a gilded reserve than a gold re¬ 
serve. 

Regairding the quality of the se¬ 
curities left with the Treasury 
Board I would like to quote am an¬ 
swer given to the boln. member for 
Bow River (Mr. Garland), in 1922 

“Notes to the uim'ount of $87,- 
115,075 welre issued to the banks 
as advances under the Finance Act 
1924, and seciulred by the deposit 
of securities approved by the trea¬ 
sury board, including Dominion of 
Canada bonds and treasury bills, 
bonds of the provinces of Canada 
and Canadian municipalities, Bri¬ 
tish Colutmjbia treasury hills, Can¬ 
adian Northern cotmpamy notes, 
certain industrial bonds! and stock 
assignments of grain and produce 
acnd demand notes of commercial 
houses endorsed by the banks to 
the olrder df the minister of fin¬ 
ance. ” 

You will notice that two of the 
items in this list were Dominion 
( Continued on page seven) 


these questions a year ago 1 . That 
is correct, b(u(t unfortunately, al¬ 
though we took a lot of evidence 
in the comlmittee on various sides 
of this financial question, nothing 
has been done, no action has been 
taken with respect to the s|ame. 

Mr. Gmod: Did any discussion 
take pljaice in the committee last 
year on the proposals submitted 
by the hou. member for Vancouver 
South (Mr. Ladner) ? I do not re¬ 
member any. 

Mr. Spencer: The only evidence 
was that given by the hon. member 
for Vancouver South. 

In the remarks that I sfliall make 
this afternoon I wish largely to 
review the question of note issue. 
The issue of bank notes is referred 
to 1 in section 61, sub-section 2, of 
the Bank Act: Banks are allowed 
to issue up the ,amount of their 
paid-up capital as a special privi¬ 
lege to those corporations. This 
was at one time thought to be suf¬ 
ficient for the mea]n,sj off exchange. 
However, the business of the coun¬ 
try' bias sio increased we have had 
to find other means of increasing 
the issue of notes.

P roduction of silk dates far into antiquity, and for 
ages tlie manner of its production was kept secret 
TJp to the sixth century A.D. all raw silk was imported 
into Europe from China, out the Byzantine Emperor 
Justinian induced two monks to travel into China to 
procure silk worm eggs and though the export of them 
was punishable by death, these monks succeeded in 
bringing back a quantity concealed in. the hollows of 
their pilgrims staVes. 

From Byzantium, silk cultivation spread into Greece 
and Syria, thence] into Spain, and thence successively 
into Sicily, Naples, Northern Italy and France, being 
established in Italy in the sixteenth century. 

Various determined attempts have been made, prin¬ 
cipally between -tpie years 1622 and ISM to establish 
the' silk industry |n America, resulting at one time in a 
not inconsiderably production, but the excessive cost 
of the labor involved in the rearing of the worms and 
in the reeling of the raw silk from the cocoons as com¬ 
pared with the tjTifling cost of such labor in Europe 
and Asia, has rendered it impossible to produce raw 
silk at commercial prices c ’ this continent. 

Most of the silk imported to America comes from 
Japan, Italy and China where, a-lso, the humidity of the 
atmosphere contributes no little to the success of the 
industry in those countries. The greatest importation 
is from the Flowery Kingdom, and this mostly in the 
raw-silk form as it is reeled from the cocoons. 

Silk is valuable." In. one consignment of a few hun¬ 
dred bales, hundreds of "housands of dollars are tied 
up, and for this; reason, that no time may be lost in 
making up the raw material and placing the finished 
goods unon the market, the product of the little silk 


worm is given transportation facilities which few other 
commodities enjoy. The bales of skeins are stowed 
carefully in the vessels which transport them across 
the Pacific, and in such a manner that they can be 
speedily and safely discharged upon arrival at the 
Canadian or American port. No time is lost. Special 
trains made up of passenger baggage equipment await 
tlie arrival of the vessel if it docks at Vancouver as do 
the Empress liners of the Canadian Pacific, and once 
the valuable cargo has been sealed into the cars the 
train proceeds towards its destination, often making 
better time than the regular passenger trains. 

For the reason that the route is more direct, many 
silk dealers in New York, where much of the silk is 
destined, consign their shipments via Canada and dur¬ 
ing the past few months many interesting time records 
have been made over Canadian Pacific lines. 

On March 22nd, the “Empress of Asia” sailed from 
Vokohama carrying the largest consignment of silk to 
be forwarded from the Orient for some time. The silk 
was specially stowed for prompt discharge on arrival 
at Vancouver, and from the time the steamer docked, 
until the special train to New York left, there was a. 
lapsed time of only thirteen and one-'nalf minutes pet 
car.c 

The silk was delivered in New York about midnigl# 
April 4th, the through time from Yokohama- to New 
York being 13 days, 8 hours, and 13 minutes, calendar 
time. This constituted a record run as far as freight 
traffic is concerned, but passenger traffic is handled 
as readily by this company, a 21 day Europe to Orient 
service via St. John, N.B., or the St. Lawrence route 
being regularly maintained.

of Canlada bonds and treasury bills 
It is interesting to note that when 
the government wants to borrow 
mioiniey from tlhie hanks it issues 
treasury bills, and to-day we have 
o/utstandinig 1 to thle blanks in teiras- 
ury bills no less a sum than $91,- 
315,000. You 'will notice, 'ala men¬ 
tioned by the hon. (Member for 
West Calgary (Mr. Shaw), that 
although we charge the banks on¬ 
ly 5 per cent on the notes issued to 
them against the security offered 
which security might be treas¬ 
ury bills—we pay the banks them¬ 
selves for money lent algainst tre- 
sury hills 5 1-4 per cent. These 
treasury bills can again be 
blrough(t back by the banks toi the 
treasury board and the hanks can 
obtain. Dominion notes against 
them at 5 per cent. Otherwise you 
might look upon it as a sort of 
looping the loop. 

It is rather interesting to notice 
that this privilege >otf going to the 
treasury board with securities and 
rediscounting them is open oinly

It 
iiS what you might call a hankers’ 
bank, and I think a good deal 
(might be done to widen the scope 
f the wonk done by the treasury 
board. It could very readily he 
taken over hv such an organiza¬ 
tion as the central biaink, Which is 
being suggested. I would like to 
remind the blouse that these trea¬ 
sury hills which the banks bold 
at the present time to an amount 
owe $91,0100,000 irum only for only 
the short period of six months. 
Does it not seem absurd that the 
Dominion government, in making 
uge of its credit, islhould nbt only 
have toi go to ia third piafrty, but 
nay more more mioney for its bor¬ 
rowings than it charges the same 
parties who! are loaning tot fhlem, 
and that these motes should run 
for only the short period of six 
months? 

I should like to say a few wards 
with regard to the responsibility 
of note issue. The private notes 
are the first call upon the a/sisets 
o)f Hi hank in case it fails. It is true 
that w'e b|aVe wh(a/t we call a note 
circulation redemption fund, hut 
it does mot serve the purpose that 
the public for a< good many years 
have beenl in the habit of believe- 
in.g it does. It has the impression 
of thie public thjat if the bank went 
to' the Wa,ll, all its notes would be 
taken clage of by the note circula¬ 
tion redemption fund.

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comes to the rescue for the time 
being’ in the shjaipe of a loam, but 
the entire amount that a hank has 
failed can call on the fund as am 
asset foir, is the amount it has paid 
into that fund. This is contrary 
to what has been thle belief of the 
people of Canada generally up to 
a short time ago, hut when the un¬ 
fortunate failure of the Home 
Bank took place we found that the 
bank had outstanding some $2,- 
000,0*00 of notes, and that it had 
only $100,0*00 in the note circula¬ 
tion redemption fund, and that 
w*as all it could call upon as its 
part of thle assets of that fund. 
The fetid was intended to be for all 
intents and purposes an insurance 
fund, but as it operates at the pre¬ 
sent time u|nder the Bank Act, it 
is not aim insurance fund at all, ex- 
cept to the extent that it is a sort 
of loaning agency for the time be¬ 
ing, but the loan has to he paid 
bla/ck when thle assets, including 
the deposits of the tank atre real¬ 
ized . 

Before I sit down I would like 
to touch on just a few of the very 
interesting matters that have 
coime before us during the past 
twio years, in the hanking commit¬ 
tee, and some of these .are rather 
startling, particularly when we 
remember that last year we were 
informed that our Canadian 
Banking system was s*o perfect 
that w'e coud not ameud the Bank 
Act with any .satisfaction to the 
public, and that, therefore it 
sboluld mat he amended. 

It is realized to-day that there 
is no government guarantee be¬ 
hind the deposits of private banks. 
It bias aisle been discovered that it 
is possible for the entire deposits 
be seized to meet notes outstand¬ 
ing. It, has been the impression of 
the depositing public for a good 
many years that if they put 
mjomey i'ntoi a bank all they had to 
do when they wanted to draw it 
out was to issue a cheque on the 
hank. Thlat is true as long as the 
hank is rumbling, however b‘,a,d its 
condition! may be, as we have 
seen in the Horae Bank, which 
has been in a bad condition fob’ 
Hie last seven years; but when 
the ibawk closes its dolors, what 
happeinls? We find that the first 
lien on the assets of the bank is 
tile notes; secondly, co|mes the 
Doltniniom government, together 
with any (advances made by the 
Treasury Board; thirdly, the 
provincial government, fourthly, 
any secured creditors,—and in 
the eaSe of the Home Bank we 
found that tlhiev bad miortgiaged 
thjeir buildings to, a firm in New 
Yolrk,—alnd fifthly, come the de¬ 
positors, who otherwise are un¬ 
secured creditors. A hank may 
lend an atmount equal to its paid 
up capital t*o any one concern. 
This w'as proved ini the case of 
the Home Bank and La. Banique 
Natiomale. Under the present 
qystelm that could not very read¬ 
ily be seen, and I hope it will be 
checked, by the ilntspeetor Gen¬ 
eral wbb we hope will he ap¬ 
pointed during the coming year. 
The system might he made imore 
perfect by having* a central bank 
of rediscount, with officials 
wdrking in co-'operation with 
that Inspector General. 

We find also that today sixty 
per cent of the hanks’ capital is 
ihi hank buildings. To give an 
idea olf the way the banks have 
been reduced in number (very 
largely because the small hanks 
under the present system, and 
in the absence of a central bank 


of rediscount), have little chance 
compared with the larger ones, 
we find that in 1919 Canada had 
36 (banks and today it has only 
14. As the hop. metaber for Van 
couVer South (Mr. Ladneir) men¬ 
tioned, four of our Canadian 
banks control seventy per cent of 
the total deposits, and t«h(e other 
ten, control only thirty per cent.
